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I. Special Terms and Conditions
A. Purpose of Contract

1. The intent of this "Request for Proposals™ (hereinafter known as "this
document™) and resulting contract(s) is to obtain the services of a qualified
Contractor (hereinafter known as "Contractor™) to be readily available to provide
pest control services as outlined in this document, for Clarke County General
Government, Clarke County Public Schools, and Clarke County Sanitary
Authority (hereinafter known as “Clarke County’’) owned property as described
within this document.

2. All work performed under this contract shall be performed in accordance with all
provisions of these specifications or plans and must be approved in writing by
Clarke County or an authorized representative.

3. Any contract resulting from this solicitation shall be governed in any respects
by the laws of Virginia, and any litigation with respect thereto shall be brought in
the courts of the Commonwealth. The Contract shall comply with all applicable
federal, state and local laws and regulations.

4. The provisions set forth herein for contractual goods/services rendered to Clarke
County, Virginia, hereinafter to be inclusive of but not limited to Clarke County
Administrative Services, General Government, Sanitary Authority, and School
Board, and referred to as Clarke County. All bidders are bound by these provisions.
Further, these conditions and requirements become part of any contract awarded
between Clarke County and the successful bidder(s).

2017. Clarke County will have option to renew the
contract annually for four (4) additional one-year
periods, upon mutual agreement of both parties. The
extension of the contract will be based on price,
service capability, and appropriation of funds.
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Please note that the above dates are simply estimated time frames; Clarke County reserves the
right to change dates as deemed necessary in the best interest of its constituents.

C. Addenda

1. Addenda may occur prior to proposal opening. It is the vendor’s
responsibility to check the website (www.clarkecounty.gov) listing frequently to
ensure that all solicitation information is complete and accurate. Upon award, this
document in its entirety including any forms and addenda shall be referred to as
the contract.

1. Bonds are not required.

2. Insurance Requirements

4. Proposals shall be prepared simply and economically, providing a complete
and concise description of capabilities to satisfy the requirements of the RFP.
Emphasis should be placed on completeness and clarity of content.

5. Ownership of all data, materials, and documentation originated and prepared
for the RFP shall belong exclusively to Clarke County and shall be subject to
public inspection in accordance with the Virginia Freedom of Information Act.
Trade secrets or proprietary information submitted by a vendor shall not be
subject to public disclosure; however, the vendor must clearly identify the
sections by marking “Proprietary” at the top of each applicable page and must
explain why the protection is necessary.

1. The following forms are provided for uniformity and should be completed and
returned as part of the Proposal.

Per § 2.2-4311.2 of the Virginia Public Procurement Act, any
contractor/vendor organized as a stock or nonstock corporation, limited
liability company, business trust, or limited partnership or registered as a
registered limited liability partnership must be authorized to transact
business in the Commonwealth of Virginia as a domestic or foreign
business entity if so required by Title 13.1 or Title 50 or as otherwise
required by law.

Vendors submitting a bid/proposal shall include the identification number
that was issued to them by the State Corporation Commission. Any
vendor that is not required to be authorized to transact business in the
Commonwealth as a foreign business entity under Title 13.1 or Title 50 or
as otherwise required by law shall include in its quote a statement
describing why the vendor is not required to be so authorized.

4. Proposals must be received in the Clarke County Purchasing Office before
3:00 p.m. (local prevailing time) on Tuesday, May 10, 2016 at which time they
will be publicly recorded. Proposals submitted after this time will not be
accepted. The official time will be determined by the clock in the Clarke County
Purchasing Office.

K. Contract Method and Terms
1. Upon review and approval by Clarke County, a purchase order/contract will
be issued to Contractor. Receipt of purchase order by Contractor shall be

considered the "Notice to Proceed" with starting date indicated.

2. The award shall be based on the contractor’s ability to meet all RFP
requirements.

3. The Contractor shall submit to Clarke County an itemized application for
payment.

4. The selected vendor shall not ask the County to pay any deposits and shall
only charge as the work is completed.

L. Final Inspection
1. After the completion of the project and before a final payment is approved, a

satisfactory inspection shall be made by the Clarke Joint Maintenance Director and
the Contractor.
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2. The Contractor, before final acceptance by Clarke County shall correct any
defects in workmanship.

M. Evaluation Criteria

RFP#16-0510

1. Pricing, value, experience, past performance, bio-remediation pricing and
options, and the overall strength of the proposals will be used as evaluation
criteria.

2. The selected vendor must be determined to be a responsible and responsive
bidder by the County.

3. Itis important to note that although price will be a major component in the
evaluation of the proposals, it will not be the only criteria in the evaluation
process. The County may choose a vendor that is not necessarily the low-priced
vendor. The County will select the vendor that it deems can provide the best
value.

4. Note that although it is preferred that one vendor is awarded a contract to
perform all of the pest control services for the Government, Schools, and Sanitary
Authority, the Sanitary Authority and the Government/Schools reserve the right to
hire different vendors.

5. The County reserves the right to add buildings to the contract with the
selected vendor, if a mutually acceptable price can be agreed upon by both
parties. The County can remove buildings from the contract with the selected
vendor, if the County determines that the service is no longer needed.
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I11. Scope of Work

A.

RFP#16-0510

The Contractor shall provide pest control services in order to achieve long term,
environmentally sound pest suppression through the use of a variety of the latest
technological and management practices. The Contractor shall inspect, identify,
monitor, evaluate, and choose the appropriate method of control. Routine inspection
and accurate identification of pests are vital steps to ensure that control methods will
be effective. Control strategies in this program shall extend beyond the application of
pesticides to include structural and procedural modifications that reduce the food,
water, harborage, and access used by pests. This includes:

1. Non-chemical prevention of pest population using methods as sanitation,
exclusion, and cultural practices.

2. Selecting the least hazardous methods and materials effective for control
of targeted pests.

3. The contractor shall be aware that there is no spraying of pesticides
allowed in any of the County, School, and Sanitary Authority buildings.

Full treatment for pest control services shall include, but not be limited to, inspections
(timetable described in work schedule, IV.) and treatment when necessary for rats,
mice, cockroaches, ants, moths, stink bugs, crickets, spiders, bees, and silverfish, plus
other related pests. Rat and mouse infestations located in burrows in the ground
adjacent to buildings are included. If County personnel discover any pests, the
Contractor will respond within one business day after notification to correct the
situation.

The Contractor shall furnish all labor, materials, and equipment necessary to
accomplish full treatment pest control for all areas and buildings specified herein
including all rooms, closets, lounges, toilets, kitchens, hallways, stairwells,
basements, attics, locker rooms, loading docks, storage areas, plus any other building
portion or part not specifically described herein.

The Contractor shall be responsible for the safe use and application of all material and
equipment being used for pest control. Protective clothing, equipment, and devices
shall, at a minimum, conform to Occupational Safety and Health Administration
(OSHA) standards for the products being used.

The Contractor’s pest control programs required for the execution of this contract
shall be fully compliant with all applicable Federal and State laws including but not
limited to the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), the
Environmental Protection Agency regulations (EPA) and OSHA.
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All equipment and material used shall not be used in any manner that is inconsistent
with its labeling. All equipment and material used shall be properly labeled for the
control of the target pests against which they are being used and shall be registered
with the EPA. The Contractor shall strictly adhere to label instructions. The
Contractor shall follow regulations of FIFRA, The EPA and OSHA when applying
products. The Contractor shall submit, within 10 days of the issuance of a Purchase
Order, a listing of products to be used at the initial start of the contract, along with
Material Safety Data Sheets (MSDS) for each product. Should the Contractor want to
use additional products throughout the term of the contract that were not initially
approved, the request shall be made in writing to the Director of Joint Maintenance
and shall include Material Safety Data Sheets (MSDS). The Contractor shall not
proceed with use of the product without written approval from the Director of Joint
Maintenance.

The Contractor shall be sensitive to environmental issues and apply products that
have the least possible hazard to people, property, and the environment.

. When applying liquid products, the Contractor shall exercise care so as to prevent

staining to floor and walls.

The County is also interested in having our pest control vendor provide bio-
remediation services for our grease traps to help control pests and odors in kitchens.
Vendors are asked to provide pricing options and a description of their proposed
services for bio-remediation. This service would likely be needed at Clarke County
High School, Johnson-Williams Middle School, Boyce Elementary School, and D.G.
Cooley Elementary School Upper and Lower Campuses.

The Contractor shall perform inspection and services during regular business hours
for all sites listed in the Proposal Response Form. Normal regular business hours are
Monday through Friday from 8:00 a.m. until 4:00 p.m. These hours may be extended
or shortened, contingent on Clarke County’s approval.

It is preferred that inspections and services at Government properties be performed in
the very early hours of the day when patronage is at lower levels. Upon arrival at the
site, the technician must check in with staff prior to performing inspection and
service. Upon completion of inspection and services, the technician shall have an
employee sign a service ticket and leave a copy of the service ticket with the
employee. If the signature is illegible, the technician shall have the employee print his
or her name on the service ticket. The Contractor shall keep one signed copy for their
records.

For all inspection reports, the technician shall point out any problems that were

observed that would be conducive for pest infestations and offer recommendations to
alleviate any unsanitary conditions.
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The County reserves the right to inspect the Contractor’s pest control program and
determine if such programs are being safely and effectively carried out and if the
Contractor is complying with these specifications.

. If the Contractor makes a recommended structural modification to a structure, such

as, drilling or boring, etc. the Contractor shall not perform this work. This work will
be performed by the Joint Maintenance Department.

. Termite inspection service must be free inspection only. If infestation is found to be

present in any location, it must be reported at the time of inspection and a written
estimate, along with guarantee/warranty information, must be submitted for any
service(s) required to treat the problem.

The Contractor shall provide adequate trained personnel to perform the work as
described in these specifications.

Safety precautions must be taken at all times to assure all persons are
adequately protected. Comply with all applicable laws, ordinances, rules,
regulations and orders of governing authorities having jurisdiction for the safety of all
persons and property to protect them from damage, injury or loss.

Contractor shall be held responsible for satisfactory service, whether on a monthly or
quarterly basis, and must agree to return, free of charge, for any necessary remedial
work in between the normal service periods.

Clarke County may provide limited supervision of Contractor’s on-site personnel.

The Contractor shall be responsible for all property damaged or persons injured by
Contractor and/or Subcontractors. This responsibility includes, but may not be
limited to: fences, trees, plants, grass, walks, drives, building surfaces —
interior/exterior, visitors, visitors’ belongings and vehicles, Clarke County equipment,
building contents, etc.

Security. It is imperative that the Contractor adheres to the rules set forth in items a,
b and c below.

a) Some buildings may require escort of Contractor by County personnel.

b) Contractor shall notify both the Joint Maintenance Director at least 48
hours before entering any Clarke County buildings and grounds.

¢) On day of service, Contractor shall first report to the Joint
Maintenance Department to announce arrival. Then the Maintenance
Department will assess whether or not an escort is necessary.
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d) After service is complete at each site, Contractor shall get someone’s
signature on-site and then return all copies of the signed reports to the
Joint Maintenance Department.

U. Any incidental work required to accomplish the work of the Contract shall be
undertaken and completed at no additional cost to Clarke County.

V. All work performed and all materials used shall be ADA compliant, including but not
limited to all materials supplied to the Contractor by all tiers of Subcontractors.

W. Erect and maintain, as required by conditions and progress of work, all necessary
safeguards for safety and protection, including fences, railings, barricades, lighting,
posting of danger signs, and other warnings against hazards.

X. Itis imperative that each Contractor immediately contact Clarke County in the event
of any of the following incidents:

1. Accidents, which must be reported immediately,

2. Situations or circumstances which could delay work or give cause for claims for
extensions or added costs,

3. And instructions needed and/or clarifications requested.

Y. Codes, Permits, Fees, License and Notices

1. None of the terms or provisions of these specifications shall be construed as
waiving any other rules, regulations or requirements of authorities.

2. Itis the responsibility of the Contractor to obtain all necessary permits,
inspections, licenses and notices. Costs for these shall be the responsibility of
the Contractor and shall be included in the pricing.

3. The Contractor shall supply, when requested, copies of permits and licenses to
Clarke County.

4. The Contractor shall give all notices and comply with all laws, ordinances, rules,
regulations, and lawful orders of any public authority bearing on the
performance of the work.

5. In any instance where these specifications call for materials for construction of a
better quality or larger size than required by codes, the provision of these
specifications shall take precedence. In other words, should the Codes call for
better quality or larger size, the codes shall govern.
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Z. Contractor’s Duties

1. All work performed under this contract shall be performed in accordance with all
provisions of these specifications or plans and must be approved in writing by
Clarke County or authorized representative.

2. The Contractor shall immediately upon discovery, bring to the attention of Clarke
County any conflicts that may occur among the various provisions of the
specifications and plans.

3. Clarke County shall resolve such conflicts and shall be responsible for any cost
reasonably incurred by the Contractor due to such conflict.

4. Failure of the Contractor to bring conflicts or exceptions to the attention of Clarke
County shall allow Clarke County to require any changes deemed necessary before
acceptance by Clarke County.

AA. Inspection and Acceptance
1. The selected vendor must examine areas and conditions under which work is
scheduled to occur and notify the Director of Joint Maintenance, of conditions

detrimental to proper and timely completion of work.

2. Do not proceed with work until unsatisfactory conditions have been corrected in a
manner acceptable to applicator.

BB. Material Delivery, Storage and Handling
1. Contractor shall be responsible for (1) the protection of materials from
deterioration during delivery, and while stored on site, and (2) all project related

deliveries to the site, and materials stored on site.

2. Clarke County is not responsible for any material or equipment that is stored or
left on Clarke County property.

3. Materials shall be stored in a neat, safe, and secure way as to prevent any type of
accident.

4. Stop Work Notice - Clarke County reserves the right to stop work temporarily at
any location because of weather conditions, lack of materials, safety violations,
special functions, and/or performance not in accordance with the contract or any
other unforeseen circumstances.

CC.  Procedures for Authority, Workmanship, Inspection and Clean-up
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. Authority..... The extent and character of the services to be performed by the

Contractor shall be subject to the general control and approval of either the Joint
Maintenance Director or authorized representative(s).

The Contractor shall not comply with requests and/or orders issued by other than
either the Joint Maintenance Director or authorized representative(s) acting within
their authority for Clarke County.

The Director of Administrative Services or the Director of Joint Maintenance must
approve any change to the contract in writing.

. Workmanship.....All work under the resulting contract shall be performed in a

skillful and workmanlike manner. Clarke County may require the Contractor to
remove from the job site any Contractor's employee deemed to be incompetent or
careless.

Contractor shall be responsible for conduct and supervision of its personnel.

There shall be no drinking of alcoholic beverages or use of any controlled
substance by Contractor's personnel. There shall be no smoking on School
Property or in any School Building. There shall be no smoking in any County
Government or Sanitary Authority-owned buildings.

Inspection.....Clarke County may, from time to time, make inspections of the work
performed under this contract. Any inspection by Clarke County does not relieve
the Contractor from any responsibility regarding defects or other failures to meet
the contract requirements.

. Clean-Up.....The Contractor(s) shall at all times keep the adjacent areas of the

property free from rubbish and the accumulation of any waste materials. All waste
materials are to be removed from the site and disposed of properly.

. Accident Prevention and Safety - Each Contractor shall:

a. Comply with all applicable laws, ordinances, rules, regulations and orders
of governing authorities having jurisdiction for the safety of all persons and
property to protect them from damage, injury or loss.

b. Erect and maintain, as required by conditions and progress of work, all
necessary safeguards for safety and protection, including fences, railings,
barricades, lighting, posting of danger signs and other warnings against
hazards.

c. Besolely responsible for initiating, maintaining, and supervising all safety

precautions and programs in connection with this Contract.
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d. Work adjacent to private property - Contractor shall conduct construction

County Board of Supervisors.

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A. COMPETITION INTENDED: It is Clarke County’s intent that this document permits competition. It shall be the prospective
bidder’s responsibility to advise the Director of Joint Administrative Services in writing if any language requirements,
specifications, etc., or any combinations thereof, inadvertently restrict or limit the requirements stated in this document to a single
source.

D. COOPERATIVE PURCHASING: It is the desire of Clarke County that all other jurisdictions be allowed to “ride the bid” and
enter in to a contract with any successful Contractor chosen by Clarke County, based on mutual agreement between successful
Contractor(s) and other jurisdiction(s).

6. No bidder who is permitted to withdraw a bid shall, for compensation, supply any material or labor or to perform any
subcontract or other work agreement for the person or firm to whom the contract is awarded or otherwise benefit, directly or
indirectly, from the performance of the project for which the withdrawn bid was submitted.

O. AWARD SPECIFICS

1. Clarke County reserves the right to accept, reject and/or cancel all or any part of any Response Form, and to waive
minor technicalities.

2. Awards will be made to the lowest responsive and responsible bidder(s), provided services and quality are
considered to be equal to (or better than) that offered by other bidders, and the right is reserved to make the award to other
than the lowest bidder when it is in the best interest of Clarke County. Further, Clarke County will be the sole judge as to
conditions affecting such interest.

3. Clarke County may make such reasonable investigations as deemed proper and necessary to determine the ability of
the bidder to perform the work and/or furnish the item(s), and the bidder shall furnish to Clarke County all such information
and data for this purpose, as may be requested.

4. Clarke County reserves the right to inspect bidder’s physical facilities before award to satisfy questions regarding
the bidder’s capabilities.

5. Clarke County further reserves the right to reject any bid, proposal or quote if the evidence submitted by, or
investigations of, such bidder fails to satisfy Clarke County, that such bidder is properly qualified to carry out the
obligations of the contract and to complete the work and/or furnish the item(s) contemplated therein.

6. Clarke County reserves the right to conduct any test/inspection it may deem advisable to assure supplies and
services confirm to the specification.

7. A contract shall not be assignable by the Contractor, in whole or part, without the written consent of Clarke County.

8. Unless otherwise specified, the right is reserved to make award based on all work and/or items, or on any part of
work/items, whichever is in the best interest of Clarke County.

9. The right is reserved to cancel any contract and reject deliveries of any products or materials not in accordance
with the specifications. All returns or exchanges will be at the Contractor’s expense. Clarke County shall be the sole and
final judge.

10. The Contractor shall pay all sales, consumer, use and other similar taxes for work or portions thereof provided by
the Contractor which are legally enacted at the time bids are received, whether or not yet effective.

11. The right is reserved to decide when a deviation from specifications is of sufficient consequence, when measured
against the purpose for which the item will be purchased, to justify including it for consideration. Clarke County shall be
the sole and final judge.

Should the delivery of any part of an order be delayed beyond time specified, or should any portion of the products
delivered fail to comply with the specifications, Clarke County shall have the right to buy at market price for
immediately delivery, and any excess cost of same over the price named herein is to be paid by the Contractor or
deducted from any money due him/her thereafter.

If delay is foreseen, the Contractor shall give thirty (30) days prior written notice to the Director of Joint
Administrative Services. Clarke County has the right to extend delivery date if reasons appear, in the sole discretion of
Clarke County, to be valid. The Contractor must keep Clarke County advised at all times of status of order.

Default in promised delivery (without accepted reasons) or failure to meet specifications, authorizes the Joint
Administrative Services Department to purchase supplies, equipment or services elsewhere and charge the full increase
in cost and handling to the defaulting Contractor.

The Joint Administrative Services Department will permit NO SUBSTITUTIONS OR CANCELLATIONS
after award without written approval.

When Clarke County notifies a bidder, in writing, of its acceptance of the bidder’s price(s) of any goods or
services, this notification will signify the effective date of the acceptance of this contract.

Cancellation of a contract for any reason may result in the removal of the successful bidder’s name from the
mailing list for future bidding. If the cancellation is for non-performance of the contract, such cancellation may be at the
successful bidder’s expense.

All guarantees and warranties required shall be furnished by the Contractor and shall be delivered to the Purchasing
Office before final payment on the contract is made. Unless otherwise stated, the manufacturer’s standard warranty
applies.

P.  JUSTIFICATION FOR TERMINATION

1.

Clarke County may terminate this contract in whole or part whenever the Director of Joint Administrative Services shall
determine that such a termination is in the best interest of Clarke County.

Any such termination shall be effected by delivery to the Contractor at least ten (10) business days prior to the
termination of a written Notice of Termination specifying the extent to which performance shall be terminated and the
date upon which such termination becomes effective.

An equitable adjustment in the contract price shall be made for completed service, but no amount shall be allowed for
anticipated profit or unperformed services.

If any work or service hereunder is in progress, but not completed as of the date of termination, then this contract may be
extended upon written approval by Clarke County until said work or service is completed and accepted.

5. Possible reasons for termination are:

a. Termination for Convenience — in the event this contract is terminated or cancelled upon request and for
the convenience of Clarke County, without the required ten (10) days advance written notice, then Clarke
County shall negotiate reasonable termination costs, if applicable.

b. Termination for Cause — termination by Clarke County for cause, default or negligence on the part of the
Contractor shall be excluded from the foregoing provision; termination costs, if any, shall not apply. The
ten (10) days advance notice requirement is waived in the event of Termination for Cause.

¢. Termination Due to Unavailability of Funds in Succeeding Fiscal Years —when funds are not
appropriated or otherwise made available to support continuation of performance in a subsequent fiscal
year, the contract shall be cancelled and the Contractor shall be reimbursed for the reasonable value of
any non-recurring costs incurred but not amortized in the price of the supplies or services delivered under
the contract.

Q. DRUG FREE WORKPLACE: Every individual or firm bidding must be an Equal Opportunity Employer as defined by federal law
and the Code of Virginia, Virginia Public Procurement Act as amended: “Section 2.2-4312, Drug-free Workplace to be Maintained
by Contractor; Required Contract Provisions” which reads:

All public bodies shall include in every contract over $10,000 the following provisions:
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During the performance of this contract, the contractor agrees to (i) provide a drug-free workplace for the contractor's employees;

1. Please note the below insurance requirements are guideline minimum amounts only, and,
depending on the goods/services required, may be increased or decreased. Any changes in
insurance requirements will be referenced within this document, under Specific
Reference to General Terms and Conditions.

Failure to comply with any reporting provisions of the policy(ies) shall not affect coverage
provided to Clarke County, its officers/officials, agents, employees and volunteers.

The date of mailing of any payment by U. S. mail is deemed to be payment to the addressee.

A Contractor’s obligation to pay an interest charge to a Subcontractor may not be construed to be an
obligation on the part of Clarke County.

By submitting an invoice, the contractor agrees that all subcontractors have been paid or will be paid and the
Contractor shall be responsible for resolving any and all claims submitted by the subcontractors.
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1. Contractual claims, whether for money or other relief, shall be submitted in writing no later than sixty (60) calendar days
after final payment; however, written notice of the Contractor’s intention to file such claim shall have been given at the
time of the occurrence or beginning of the work upon which the claim is based.

2. Nothing herein shall preclude a contract from requiring submission of an invoice for final payment within a certain time
after completion and acceptance of the work or acceptance of the goods. Pendency of claims shall not delay payment of
amount agreed due in the final payment.

X. PROTEST OF AWARD OR DECISION TO AWARD

1. Any bidder or offeror who desires to protest the award or decision to award a contract shall submit such protest, in
writing, to the Director of Joint Administrative Services, no later than ten (10) calendar days after the award
announcement or decision to award, whichever occurs first.

2. No protest shall lie for a claim that the selected bidder or offeror is not a responsible bidder or offeror.

3. Written protest shall include basis for the protest and relief sought.

Y. USE OF BRAND NAMES
1. Unless otherwise provided within this document, the name of a certain brand, make or manufacturer does not restrict
bidders to the specific brand, make or manufacturer names; it conveys the general style, type, character, and/or quality of
the article desired, and any article which Clarke county in its sole discretion determines to be the equal of that specified,
considering quality, workmanship, economy of operation, and suitability for the purpose intended, shall be accepted.

2. Any catalog, brand name or manufacturer’s reference used in the bid invitation is descriptive — not restrictive — it is to
indicate the type and quality desired.

3. Bids on brands of like nature and quality will be considered.

4. If other than brand specified is offered, illustrations and complete description (manufacturer, brand or trade name,
catalog number, etc.) must be submitted with bid. Please note that samples may be required.

5. If bidder makes no other bid and takes no exception to the specifications or reference data, the bidder will be required to
furnish brand names, numbers, etc., as specified.

6. Bidders, by their signature and submission of bid, certify that any/all item(s) bid upon meet and/or exceed the
specifications.

Z. PAYMENT OF CLARKE COUNTY TAXES

1. All bidders located or owning property in Clarke County shall assure that all real and personal property taxes are paid
before submitting a bid.

CONTRACT QUANTITIES

1. The quantities specified in this document are estimated only, and are given for the information of bidders and
not for the purpose of bid evaluation. They do not indicate the actual quantity to be ordered, since such
volume will depend upon requirements that develop during the contract period.

2. Quantities shown shall not be construed to represent any amount which Clarke County shall be obligated to
purchase under the contract, or relieve the Contractor of obligation to fill all orders placed by Clarke County.

3. No bid will be considered which stipulates that Clarke County shall guarantee to order a specific quantity of
any item.

DEVIATIONS: If there is any deviation in any bid from that prescribed in the Scope of Services, the appropriate line in the
Scope of Work/Services shall be ruled out and the substitution clearly indicated and submitted with the Bid Response Form.
Clarke County reserves the right to determine the responsiveness of any deviation(s).

SAFETY

1. All Contractors and Subcontractors performing services for Clarke County are required to and shall comply
with all Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA), state and county Safety and Occupational
Health Standards and any other applicable rules and regulations.

2. Also, all Contractors and Subcontractors shall be held responsible for the safety of their employees and any
unsafe acts or conditions that may cause injury or damage to any persons or property within and around the
work site area under this contract.

HOLD HARMLESS CLAUSE: Bidders shall provide that, during the term of this contract, including any warranty period, for
the firm indemnifying, defending and holding harmless of Clarke County, its officials, employees, agents, representatives
thereof, from all suits, actions or claims of any kind, including attorney’s fees, brought on account of any personal injuries,
damages or violations of rights, sustained by any person or property in consequence of any neglect in safeguarding contract work
or on account of any act or omission by the Contractor or Contractor’s employees, or from any claims or amounts arising from
violation of any law, bylaw, ordinance, regulation or decree. The bidder also agrees that this clause shall include claims
involving infringement of patent or copyright.

REFERENCES: All bidders shall include with their Response Form a list of current references for whom comparable work has
been performed or to whom comparable goods have been provided. A separate attachment has been provided and must be
completed entirely and returned with the bid. Failure to include Reference Form may be ample cause for rejection of bid as non-
responsive.

FEDERAL/STATE LAWS AND COUNTY ORDINANCES: Any and all Federal and Commonwealth of Virginia Laws and
County Ordinances that are not referenced or stated in the County’s General Terms and Conditions shall apply to all
contracts/orders.

ANTITRUST: By entering into a contract, the contractor conveys, sells, assigns, and transfers to the County of Clarke all rights,
title and interest in and to all causes of action it may now have or hereafter acquire under the antitrust laws of the United States
and the Commonwealth of Viriginia, relating to the particular goods or services purchases or acquired by the County of Clarke
under said contract.

DEFAULT: In case of failure to deliver goods or services in accordance with the contract terms and conditions, the County of
Clarke, after due oral or written notice, may procure them from other sources and hold the contractor responsible for any
resulting additional purchase and administrative costs. This remedy shall be in addition to any other remedies that the County
may have.

TYPES OF CONTRACT CLAUSES THAT THE COUNTY SHALL ATTEMPT TO REMOVE FROM VENDOR

CONTRACTS. Some, but not all, examples of clauses that may delay or stop a contract from being signed are shown below:

a.  The County shall attempt to remove late fee clauses.

b.  The County shall attempt to remove one-time fee clauses, such as administrative, restocking, and
documentation fees.
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c.  The County shall attempt to remove clauses involving the adjustment of payments due on a fixed-price
contract (without prior County approval).

d.  The County shall attempt to remove clauses that provide the vendor with an automatic renewal of a contract
unless County notification is provided within a particular time frame.

e.  The County shall attempt to remove clauses where the County is asked to reimburse a vendor for its expenses
to refurbish equipment or materials that have been leased by the County to ensure that the vendor can resell or
release the item.

f.  The County shall attempt to remove clauses where the County is asked to provide a security deposit.
g. The County shall attempt to remove any clauses that disclaim warranties.

h.  The County shall attempt to remove any clauses that put time constraints on the County’s right to file legal
action.

i.  The County shall attempt to remove indemnity clauses from all contracts. If the complete removal of an
indemnity clause can not be agreed upon, the County shall ensure that the maximum amount of liability is
satisfactory. The County also may attempt to include its own indemnity clause in which the County’s
maximum amount of liability is clearly stated.

j. The Clarke County Treasurer must approve any contract that allows a vendor to directly debit/charge the
County’s bank account.

k. All Court proceedings shall be held in the Commonwealth of Virginia.

When a specific contract clause can not be agreed upon, the County reserves the right to end negotiations with the
respective vendor and begin negotiations with another vendor.

KK.  SEVERABILITY OF CONTRACT: In the event that any provision shall be adjudged or decreed to be invalid, such ruling shall
not invalidate the entire Agreement but shall pertain only to the provision in question and the remaining provisions shall continue to
be valid, binding and in full force and effect.

LL. The County reserves the right to waive or amend any of its General Terms and Conditions if the Purchasing Agent and/or Joint
